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culminating offensive effort the Germans 
are likely to make some further call upon 
it than they have already made for its 
support of their operations in France, 
where the Austrian forces engaged are 
mainly artillery and other technical units. 
We need not doubt their intention to 
throw the Austrian Army into the scale 
against Italy, which the creation of the 
Allied War Council recognised as an in- 
tegral part of the western front. Doubt- 
less, the enemy hoped that they would have 
created a much more favourable situation 
in France than in fact exists before the 
mountain passes into Italy were open for 
an Austrian movement; but the very dis- 
appointment of their hopes in France sup- 
plies them with a new incentive to extend 
their pressure on the Allies to the Italian 
front. It has already been announced 
that the British forces in Italy—now no 
longer under the command of General 
Plumer, who has been transferred to 
France—have been moved from the quiet 


The Army Dental] Service. 


A Parliamentary Committee has made 
out a good case for reform. in an important 
department of Army medical work at home 
and in the field. The Committee, of 
which Mr. D. F. Pennefather, M.P., was 
chairman, considered the relation of 
military dental service to man-power. 
The United States and Canadian Govern- 
ments allot one qualified dentist to every 
thousand soldiers. In the British Army 
to-day there are about one thousand/quali- 
fied dentists, of whom about three hundred 
are serving as combatants or training as 
officers. It is obvious that, even if all 
these dentists were serving abroad, their 
number would be, on the Canadian or 
American standard, whally insufficient. 
There is probably no dental treatment for 
a British soldier in the front line—and a 
bad toothache may disqualify a man for 
fighting just as e@ffectively as a bullet- 
wound, Certain injuries to the jaw require 
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The news from Sir Douglas Haig this 
morning was good. The capture of a 
village, with one hundred prisoners and 
three machine guns, does not look as 
though the British were utterly defeated, 
according to the claims of Berlin. In fact, 
the Germans themselves are beginning to 
realise that they were “too previous,” for 
the German songs of victory have been re- 
placed by silence. No longer are the 
German communiqués filled with the glow- 
ing periods of glorious successes ; they are 
toned down to a degree that must be some- 
what alarming to the German people. It 
is rumoured to-day from Berne ithat the 
Germans are now prepared to sacrifice 4 
million men to achieve their objective on 
the western front. Suppose the sacrifice 
is made, and the objective not achieved, 
what will the German people say?
